bandoned Mirando/a, San B neditto, and Revere. 
Our laft gaye an Account of the Cattle of 5¢. Elmo ha- 
vine furrendered to Den Car/es, and the Garrifon s being 
made Prifoners of War: The Caftle of Baia, with its 
Fate ; and in that Place the 
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Garr.foa, have incurred the fame 
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Spaniards found five and forty Pieces of Cannon, 900 Bar. 
rels of Powder, good Store of Ammunitions of War, Pro. 
vifions for 15 Months, and gooo Duckets in Cafh. The 
Caftle of Loeuf has likewife furrendered upon the fame 
Terms; and of the Prifoners made in thefe feveral Pla. 
ces, 500 Germans, befides Neapolitans, have entered into 
the Spanifh Service. 

Fight Thoufand Spaniards, chiefly Cavalry, have paffed 
through Benevento, in their March towards Poui//e, to 
reduce that Province, and fecure the Sea-Ports. 

A Spanifh Man of War, with nine Tranfports are ar- 
rived at Leghorn, from J/chir, in order to tranfport a con- 
fiderable Reinforcement for the Spani/a Army in Na- 

les. 

. Count Vi/conti having received a Reimforcement of 
Troops from Sici/y, marched with them into the Country 
of Tarentum, where they are inclofed by the Spaniards ; 
but as that Body of Troops is not looked upon fufficient 
to attack the Count, with his Sici/ian Succours, a Rein- 
forcement is detached for that Service, and, at the fame 
Time, two Spanifh Men of War are fent to the Gulph 
of Zzrentum, and three more to the Adriatick Sea. 


GERMANY. 


HE 16th Inftant, the French and Imperial Troops 

_ continued in their former Camps; and as the Camp 
potiefled by the Jatter (the fame which Prince Lewis of Ba- 
den formerly defended, with a fmaller Force, acainft 
109,009 Men) is thought inaccefible, it was then believed, 
Prince Eugene would continue in it, free from all Appre- 
henfions, till the Troops of the Empire join him ; but whe- 
ther the French may not, in their prefent Situation, think 
ht to prevent that Junction, Time will fhew. The He/fi- 
ans and the Conringent of the Upper Rhine were neareft at 
Hand. The Hanoveriens were arrived near Franckfort,

and the Prufians in the Territories of Fuddz, a Diftri& be- 
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songne to the Abbot of that Name, who isa Prince of the 
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The Imperial Lines, which the French lately took Pof- 
feffion of, are faid to have coft the Circle of Suabig a Mil- 
lion of Florins. 

Great Preparations are making at Strasbargh for a Sicce 
and it is hardly doubted, but it will be that of Philipsburgh, 
which will be carried on by a Detachment under the Com- 
mand of the Marquis @ Asfeld, while the Duke of Berwick 
purfues his own Defigns, with the main Body of the 
Army. 

Our Drefden Letters make no Mention of any Prepara- 
tions making there for King Augu/tus’s Return into Poland, 
though it has been reported from other Parts that it would 
be fpeedy. ‘The Difficulties the Saxons have met, and con- 
tinue to meet with, in their March to join the Ruffans, 
are very difcouraging, and give his Majefty no great Li- 
king to hazard his Perfon there, till he can do it with 
more Safety. It is even faid, that Orders are iflued for all 
the Saxon Troops to leave Poland. 

The King of Denmark having reviewed the 6000 Men, 
defigned for his Contingent, to ferve on the Rhine, on the 
17th Inftant, near Hamburg, they began on the rgth to de- 
file towards Blankenefe, where a great Number of Veffels 
were got ready to tranfport them over the Elbe to the 
Krantz. They crofled that River on the zoth, and from 
thence continue their March to join Prince Eugene. 


POLAND, SwEDEN, and the NORTHERN Powers, 


HE Contents of our laft Article of News from 

Dantzick, inferted in our former BEE, is confirm- 
ed, with this Variation of Circumftances only, that the De- 
fin of the Ruffians was alone upon Hagelsberg, and that 
they only made a Feint of the other Places mentioned, to 
cover their real Intention. The Rujfians allow that they 
had neither Men nor Artillery fufficient to attack the prin- 
cipal Work on the Top of that Hill, to the Right of the 
Oliva Gate, and that, therefore, they attempted another 
Work on the Left, which was neceflary to be taken firft, 
in order to pave the Way for the Affault of the other: So 
that, as they have failed in this Attempt, which was but 
to be Introductory to their main Defign, their whole 


Scheme feems to be defeated. They allow that the nine 
fuperior 
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fuperior Officers, who commanded the Attack, with mot 
of the others, and all the Engineers, together with a Thou- 
fand of their beft Men, perifhed in the Action: And to be 
fure, as this Account came from themfelves, they have not 
made the wortt of it. 

' It appears by ail Circumftances, that the Attack was 
made with great Bravery and Refolution: And by fo 
much the greater is the Honour the Dantzickers have gain- 
ed, by their gallant Defence. This Succefs, with the Ar. 
rival of fome Frenxch Succours, and the hourly Expecta. 
tion of more, has infpired the Inhabitants with fo much 
Vigour, that they now will hear no more of a Surrender 
upon any ‘Terms. 

The Menonifis (a Se&t of Anabaptifts) in Dantzick, to 
the Number of about 2,000, tho’, by their Tenets, they 
are reftrained from bearing Arms, are neverthelefs, be- 
come ufeful in the prefent Circumftances of that City ; 
they are divided into Companies, and difperfed in the fe- 
veral Parts of the Place, to difcover the Fires occafioned 
by the Enemy’s Bombs, and to aflift in extinguifhing 
them. 

The Number of regular Troops in the City, is now 
almoft equal to that of their Enemies before their Gates. 

The French Men of War and Tranfports, which have 
laid fome Time in the Road of Copenhazen are failed for 
the Ba/tick, as thofe that follow will do, without any Stop, 
or waiting for one another. We hinted in our laft, that 
the Attack the Raffians had made upon fome of the Out- 
works of the City of Danizick was probably their laft 
"fort, and it feems now more likely to be fo than ever ; 
For, on the rath Inft. General Munich having given the 
Inhabitants of the Country round about that City Publick 
Notice, to fave their Perfons and Effects, the next Morn- 
ing, by break of Day, the Ruffsens pointed their Cannon 
to demolith the neighbouring Buildings, which their Red- 
hot Bullets foon effected. For thofe Places which are out 
of the Reach of their Artillery, Detachments of Co lacks, and 
other Troops were feat to lay them level with the Ground : 
So that, during the enfuing Night, the whole Country, 
for fix Leagues together, was one General Conflagration. 
‘The next Morning the General retired from his own 
Camp at Obre, and caufed that to be burnt likewife.
